State Fair at Portland. 


We gave in our last week’s issue an ac- 
count of the opening day’s exercises at the 
State Fair in Portland, together with some 
general notes concerning the leading ex- 
hibits ia some of the departments. What 
follows is designed to supplement and com- 
plete that brief report, to some extent, and 
at the same time give a more full and fair 
account of the exhibition as a whole. A 
few errors in that report have been correct- 
ed in this, and more particular notes given 
of the leading departments. 

Walke Among the Cattle Pens. 

Commencing at the right of the cattle de- 
partment, near the Secretary’s office, for the 
purpose of making the long circuit of the 
neat stock division, we first come to the 
stall assigned to working oxen—a grand 
show of themselves, and one of the strong- 
est features of the live stock department. 
In all there were more than eighty: pairs of 
xen and steers of the different ages, and it 
would be a difficult matter to say which was 
the better pair in the whole lot. The largest 
exhibitor was Mr. A. J. Libby of West 
Waterville, President of North Kennebec 
Society who led off with eight pairs, three 
of five year olds, two each of four and 
three year olds, and one of six year olds— 
all being first class animals, the two year 
old steers, very fine. The next largest ex- 
hibitors were the Hiltons of Ansen—men 
who for forty years or more have been 
famous among the leading farmers of Som- 
erst county for good cattle—Edgar Hilton 
& Son, Francis Hilton, John M. Hilton, and 
Columbus Hilton—contributing largely to 
this department. The latter shows a pair 
of four year olds, girthing 7 ft. 2 in.; and 
John M. Hilton had on the ground a pair of 
steers seven months old measuring close on 
to five feet, and very handsome. Francis 
Hilton is the man whose four year olds, 
girthing 6 ft. 7 in., pulled the 6,600 Ibs. load 
twenty feet at one pull, on Wednesday. He 
also showed a pair of two year olds that 
girthed fully six feet and a half, very well 
made up. N. 8. Sanborn of Vienna showed 
a pair of four year olds, girthing 6 ft. 2 in., 
and sald to weigh 2,220 Ibs. A. 8. Rand of 
Thorndike had a good pair of four year olds 
filling out almost eight feet of the girthing 
chain! One of the largest and handsomest 
pairs on the ground was owned by A. H. 
Pettengill of Livermore Falls, three years 
old girthing 7 ft. 5in. and weighing 3,670 
Ibs. Other exhibitors of working oxen 
were City Farm, Portland, two pairs; Wm. 
Brooks, Palmyra, two years old, girth 6 ft. 
3 in., weighing 2,300 lbs.; Joseph Blanch- 
ard, Cumberland, a pair of eight feet cattle, 
very handsome indeed; Wm. Warren, Scar- 
boro, five years old, splendid workers; Lo- 
renzo Knight, Auburn, and Eli Stone. Sev- 
eral good pairs were shown without cards 
being attached and it is impossible to tell 
who were the exhibitors or owners. 

Hererorps. Mr. J. 8. Hawes of Mt. 
Pleasant Farm, Vassalboro, was the pritci- 
pal exhibitor in this class. He showed

8. G. Otis, Hallowell, and J. Winslow Jones, 
Portland—the whole number of animals be- 
ing some forty. Mr. Jones showed two 
bulls, six cows and four calves, his bull 
Prince Victor, four years old, being a bull 
of very fine quality, and showing good 
breeding although his color, nearly white, 
was disliked by some. But color should 
never receive much consideration, indeed it 
should be wholly set aside, when other 
points of merit so far outweigh it, as in this 
instance. Atone year old Victor weighed 
1,300 lbs. Mr. Bodwell had a herd of four- 
teen animals—in charge of his head farmer, 
Mr. H. C. Austin—and was headed by the 
bull 3d Airdrie Duke of Oxford—bred by the 
Talcotts of Rome, N. Y., and consisted of 
seven cows, and a number of heifers and 
calves. Among them were several of the 
Beauty and Bianca families, by Kennebec 
Chief and 21 Baron of Fairview, cows noted 
as deep milkers, and showing by every mark 
and characteristic that they excelled in this 
particular. Lucy 4th, with a calf by Ken- 
nebec Chief by her side (she by 2d Baron of 
Fairview) was especially noteworthy in this 
particular. Had his animals been pampared 
for exhibition they would undoubtedly have 
shared better at the hands of the committee, 
but were exhibited from a common pasture 
to show how practical farmers keep their 
stock—and the committee should have taken 
this fact into consideration, which, perhaps, 
they did. S. G. Otis of Yallowell showed 
four cows, two heifers, and two calves of 
this breed—chiefly of the Whitman strain, 
Fitchburg, Mass.,—the gem of the lot be- 
ing the cow Perfection, which has given 
nine pounds of butter per week on common 
feed. His bull calves, dropped in Jaauary 
and April last, girthed about five feet, and 


& Son, Starks, were also contributors to 
this department. 

Alonzo Libby of Saccarappa, was 
the leading exhibitor of AYRSHIRES, who 
had twenty-three head of this breed up- 
on the grounds. The bull Harry—of the 
Dane herd—ten cows, four young heifers, 
six calves and three yearling bulis, making 
up the number. His cow Snowbird (466, 
N. A. Ayrshire Register), four years old is 
a celebrated milker, having given 8,000 Ibs. 
of milk in the year 1877, while for some 
days her yield has been as high as 50 lbs. 
For his own herd the coming season, Mr. 
Libby is to use the young bull Maine, of the 
well known Douglass strain. The State 
Reform School showed the young Ayrshire 
bull, fourteen months old, presented to that 
institution by Frank Buck, Esq., of Orland. 
Maj. Seward Dill, Phillips, also showed sev- 
eral grade Ayrshire and Jersey cows, very 
pretty animals. 

We now come to the Holsteio section, and 
here Gen. W. 8S. Tilton of Togus is the only 
exhibitor. His beautiful animals have been 
so frequently described in our columns that 
it is unnecessary to say more than that the 
whole collection consisted of the bull Z1an- 
dam, with twelve cows and ten calves, and 
were much admired by all visitors—and 
they held good receptions every day. 

JERSEYS. In this class the show was 
very slim, though some choice animals were 
exhibited. It was to be expected, judging 
from the late action of the Society in openi ng 
competion to Maine registered Jerseys on 
equal ground with those of the American J. 
C. Club registry, that no disply of the 
breeders last named would be made—but the 
public had a right to expect, after the Maine 
Jersey Association had been given their 
“rights,” which for years they have been 
clamorous to obtain, that they as a Society, 
would have made it a point to take advan- 
tage if it. It is true they were not com- 
pelled to exhibit, but gratitude, policy, and 
gentlemanly courtesy would seem to dictate 
that they should have done so. As it 
was, but two or three members of the Maine 
Association exhibited. the President of the 
Society refusing to do so, and one of its 
leading members and breeders in Cumber- 
land county not being represented. It is 
difficult to account for such contradictory 
action on the part of the members and offi- 
cers of our Maine Jersey Association,—but 
it will probably be such as will finally settle 
this long standing controversey—and if so 
it will be well. The exhibitors were W. W. 
Harris, Portland, seyen animals; L. S. Rob- 
inson, Warren, three animals; Geo. A. Pike, 
Winthrop, seven animals; S. Dill, Philips, 
five heifers; P. H. Snell, Winthrop, two an- 
imals, O. Gardiner, Rockland, one—a year- 
‘ing bull. The cows exhibited by Mr. Pike 
and Mr. Snell were choice animals and 
showed good breeding. Mr. Robinson’s 
cow Milkmaid 6th, gave 4341 Ibs. of milk 
from March 16th last, to Sept. 10th. Sixteen 
pounds of her milk made one of butter, and 
her record is 14 1-2 lbs. of butter per week. 
She is by the bull Trojan, out of the cele- 
brated cow owned by Dr. Quinby of this 
city. 

We have now completed the round of 
cattle pens, and if exhibits have not been 
mentioned it was because no card was at- 
tached to pens, or no keeper was found in 
charge ot the animals. 

Through the Avenue of Sheep and Swine. 

The department assigned to sheep and 
swiue was one of the strongest in the entire 
exhibition, the animals fairly over-running 
the usual accommodations. The three 
leading breeds of sheep were shown in 
large numbers, and were of unusually good 
material. Fine woole were exhibited by 
Hilton Bros., Anson, R. & C. D. Waugh, 
Starks, Lawrence & Fuller, Fairfield Center ; 
Cotswolds by Gen. W. 8S. Tilton, Gen. C. 
P. Mattocks, Chas. A. Goff, W. B. Frost, 
Wayne, J. Winslow Jones and J. S. Hawes, 
and Downs by Dr. N. R. Boutelle, Water- 
ville, H. Luce, Bangor, and H. C. Burleigh, 
Fairfield Centre. Among the nearly fifty 
sheep exhibited by Hilton Bros., was a 
buck one year old (by a Centennial prize 
animal) which at eleven months sheared 
16 1-2 pounds. For this buck the Hiltons 
paid $100. Lawrence & Fuller exhibited 
twenty-four, and in their lot were some fine 
two year old ewes, one of which sheared 15, 
and one 19 1-2 lbs, of one year’s growth. 
A registered buck shown by Lawrence & 
Butler, Fairfield, bred by Lyman Clark of 
Vermont, was a fine animal and sheared 


Jones exhibited five pens of Cotwolds, twen- 
ty-two in all, of well bred sheep, good spec- 
imens of the breed. The South Downs 
were a remarkably good lot, and there was 
close competition, but we noticed that in 
every classs Dr. Boutelle bore off blue rib- 
bons—something he tells us which never 
happened to him before in all his attendance 
and exhibitions at our great State and New 
England fairs. His buck Prince Arthur, 
four years old, imported from the celebrat- 
ed Moreton flock, was a beautiful animal, 
weighing probably 200 pounds. Seven 
lambs of his get shown by Dr. Boutelle, 
were very uniform and compact, weighing 
from 80 to 90 lbs each. In all, the Doctor 
exhibited sixteen head. Mr. Burleigh 
showed thirty-five animals—a very good 
lot for so large a number. In Mr. Luce’s 
exhibit was a fine buck, bred by Col. Mor- 
risof Fordham, N. Y., weighing probably 
160 pounds, two years old, and in Mr. 
Luce’s hands he is sure to get some good 
lambs, by judicious breeding. 
The exhibitors in the department of swine 
were not large in numbers, but the whole 
display was one of great excellence. Had 
there been more well bred Chesters to have 
given it a little lighter complexion, it 
would have been more satistactory to a few 
at least, who studied it with some interest. 
The only exhibitor of this class was J. 8S. 
Hawes who showed several fine animals from 
the stock bred at the Insane Asylum in this 
city, for which he received several first prizes. 
Berkshires were in the ascendency, there 
being fully eighty specimens of this breed 
on the grounds, not counting pigs. Gen. 
Tilton showed between twenty and thirty, 
S. G. Otis four, J. Winslow Jones a good 
collection, While Gen. Mattocks was by far 
the largest exhibitor in this class. In fact 
he occupied the “Pig Annex” all to himself 
—extra pens which had to be erected on 
Tuesday morning for his accommodation. 
Here were displayed portraits of his ani- 
mals, his Centennial Diploma, and a host of 
ribbons won at previous fairs. He had in 
all fifty Berkshires in bis ‘‘ Annex,” togeth- 
er with eight coops of Pekin Ducks and 
four of Light Brahmas. His keepers were 
very gentlemanly workmen, and most 
obliging in answering questions and giving 
allinformafion in their power. Prince & 
Haskell of South Turner, had a very large 
and fine display ot the Poland China breed, 
some twenty or thirty animals; and Mr. 
S. S. Soule of Freeport showed two or 
three pens of pretty Essex pigs. 

At the Horse Quarters. 

We put in a solid half day among the 
horses shown at the fair—and in many re- 
spects it was the most unsatisfactory part 
of our inspection of the material of the ex- 
hibition. We found it very difficult to get 
the information we wanted, except in a few 
cases. Somehow, grooms seemed suspic- 
ious of our questions, and keepers were al- 
most always loth to lift the blankets, or 
give any information. Exceptions must be 
made in case of those in charge of the ex- 
hibits of Gen. Tilton, Gen. Mattocks, and 
Mr. McKenney of Biddeford,—whose men 
were obliging and gentlemanly in every 
particular. 

But enoigh was seen of the horses to 
convince us that never before at any exhi- 
bition of the State Society has a better class 
been shown, than this year. It has proba- 
bly been larger in numbers in some pre- 
vious years, but the quality has never been 
better. The stallions as aclass were re- 
markably fine, the showiog of their colts in 
many cases good, and the appearance of 
the breeding mares far better than usual. 
Without speaking in detail of the horses 
shown, we give a few notes of some of the 
prominent ones with names of owners, as 
gathered among the stalls :-— 

Victor, by Gen. Knox, 7 years old weight 
1080, F. A. Roberts, Vassalboro’; Eastern 
Queen, 8 years old, by Gilbreth Knox out of 
a Witherel mare, weight 1100, A. W. Hewes, 
Saco—also owned by the same, Bayard 
Knox, 4 years old, by Palmer Knox, out of 
an English thoroughbred mare by John O. 
Gaunt, a well-:nown stallion in the Pro- 
vinces, weight 1000 pounds; King Philip, 
by Gen. Knox, out of an Eaton mare, 7 
years old, weight 1000 pounds, owned by 
Wm. Jepson, Augusta, (a worthy son of 
the old general, who has been entered in 
eighteen races, getting a slice of all); Dr. 
Franklin, 7 years old, by Gen. Knox, who 
can trot better than 30, E. J. & G. W. Law- 
rence, Somerset Mills; Palmer Knox, 13 
years old, by Gen. Knox, out a Morgan 
mare, (with a record of 31 at Beacon Park). 
E. H. McKenney, Bideford; Maine Eclipse, 
3 years old, weight 1090 pounds, by Royal 
Knox, out of a thoroughbred mare, and 
Lady Gilbreth, 6 years old, weight 1050 
pounds, by Gilbreth Knox, both owned by 
J. A. Cilley, Fairfield; Lady Knox, by 
Palmer Knox, weighing 1150 at 26 months 
old, 15 3-4 hands, Charles Hunnewell, South 


weighing 1150 at two years old, L. C. Walk- 
er, Goodwin’s Mills; Ino, 7 years old, by 
Gen. Knox, weight 925 pounds, ont of a 
Messenger mare, Eaoch Hight, Norridge- 
wock; Coupon, 11 years old, weight 1010 
pounds, by Gen. Kaox, John B. Fowler, 
Saco; Emery Fearnaught. 10 years old, 
weight 1000 pounds, by Fearnaught, Jr., 
out of the well-known Emery mare, (Mor- 
gan) S. W. Berry, Biddeford; Somerset 
Knox, 7 years old, weight 1126 pounds, 
Shores & Burrill, Somerset Mills; Capitola, 
6 years old, weight 900 pounds, by Gilbreth 
Knox, out ot a Morgan mare, S. R. Bridg- 
man, West Minot. Other noted horses upon 
the ground which we did not get an oppor- 
tunity of seeing, (excepting in the races) 
however, were Tom B. Patchen, owned by 
H. B. Shaw of Portland; Anodyne, owned 
by S. Jennings of , and Frank H., 
owned byFred H.Berry of Rockland. 

We have reserved for the last a brief no- 
tice of the exhibitions by Gen. Tilton of 
Togus, and Gen. Mattocks of Portland, be- 
cause their contributions were quite distinc- 
tive and worthy of special mention. The 
former gentleman showed his Almont stal- 
lion Constellation, Alice Withers, Almout 
Burton 2 years old, weighing 1060 pounds, 
Fairmont by Constellation, weighing 800 
pounds at 16 months old, Fergus by Con- 
stellation, one year old, weighing 725 Ibs, 
and two sucking colts by Constellation. Gen. 


|| Mattocks showed Roland, a Percheron, 


weighing 1500 lbs., 7 years old. and the thor- 
oughbred mares Ella and Maggie, both with 
foals of last spring, after Constellation. The 
: of such breeders as these gen- 
tlemen add vastly to the interests and value 
of our State Fair, and if our State had more

from the list we have given how large a 
part of the best horses on exhibition were 
of the Knox breed, and we realize as we 
look over these fine horses, something of 
the value of the services of that famous old 
stock getter to our State, and one of its 
most important agricultural interests. Oth- 
er breeders are now doing for us what the 
owner of Knox once did—let us appreci- 
ate their efforts, and if possible reward 
them, at last, with our applause and grati- 
tude. 
The Trotting Fields. 

The trotting at the fair was something 
unusual, so far as the large number of en- 
tries for the races is concerned. In the 
three minute class were thirteen entries; 
in the 2 38 class thirteen; in the 2.30 class 
eigh.; in the 2 50 class, thirteen; in the 2.34 
class, fifteen; in the 2.45 class, thirteen, 
and in the ‘‘free for all” class, ten. In the 
stallion race were eleven entries; in the 
colt stakes. (foals of 1874) eight; foals of 
1875, five; foals of 1876, three. These fields 
of trotters remind one of the races during 
the palmy days of the old society, ten years 
ago. All were unusually fine horses, and 
the four year olds were as a class, we think 
the best that ever trotted inthe State. We 
give below as a matter of record, the sum- 
mary of the races as trotted each day. In 
doing this it is necessary to repeat those of 
the first day as given in our last issue, but 
we do it in order that the whole record may 
be given in a complete form in one number 
of the FARMER:

ers, one being the double pitman giving a 
steady uniform motion to the cleanser, while 
it is claimed for it that it will thresh faster 
and separate cleaner than any machine now 
made. Itis handled in this State by Hon. 
Fred Atwood, Winterport, who informs us 
that the manufacturers have been working 
extra time since last June to keep up with 
their orders. The display of plows was very 
interesting, twelve or thirteen different pat- 
terns being on exhibition. Among these 
were the Oliver chilled plow, shown by 
Whittemore Bros., Boston,—having an ad- 
justable draft, by means of changing the 
sweep of the beam, and an inclined land 
side, which is said to make a better furrow; 
Cameron's steel plow; the Varney Dirigo 
clipper, showa by Everett & Small; the 
Frye—North American, centre draft and 
steel plows—made by J. J. Frye, Portland; 
the Osborn Sulky and the Charter Oak, 
shown by Fred Atwood, and the celebrated 
Hussey or North Berwick plow, together 
made up a good show of this standard, in- 
dispensable implement. Harrows, pulver- 
izers and cultivators were quite numerous. 
there being nothing new in this line except 
a sugar beet cultivator, with flat sharp teeth 
for running close to the drills, shown by W. 
F. Cameron & Co., Portland; and acommon 
harrow suspended under a sort of sulky, 
and controlled by a brake—a most useless 
sort of contrivance patented by C. Buswell. 
Another implement coming under this head 
was a patent manure spreader made by 
Kemp & Burpee of Derby, Vt., which look- 
ed as though it might spread manure well, 
but was far too heavy and complicated for 
its business, and could not be used for any 
other purpose,—and few farmers are able to 
afford so expensive a manure spreader. Its 
weight was about 900 lbs. Mr. A. Soule of 
Yarmouth exhibited a very useful dumping 
wagon, easily operated, and farmers who 
would like to know more about it should 
send to him for acircular which will give 
full particulars. We saw it work, and be- 
lieve it a very useful implement of its kind. 
Five or six mowers were shown, including 
tue Eagle, Victor, Champion, Walter A. 
Wood and Buckeye—but so far as appeared 
from an examination of them we see no 
reason to believe that the favorite old Buck- 
eye does not distance them by a good deal 


‘‘on most points, although some of those 


named have good qualities—especially the 
adjustable pitman in the Victor. Among 
the minor but useful articles shown, the pow- 
erful little lifting jack and jack screw com- 
bined, by J. F. Winslow, seemed a most 
handy article. In collective exhibits that of 
Messrs. Kendall & Whitney, the well known 
implement and farmers’ supply dealers, 
Portland, led all others in number and ex- 
cellence, showing as they did some two hun- 
dred articles, prominent among which was 
the well known Whitman horse thresher and 
separator. Next inextent was that of Hon. 
Fred Atwood of Winterport, (through his 
agent, Samuel Atwood,) who had a general 
collection of implements on exhibition, con- 
sisting of the Meadow King Mower, Gregg 
Lawn Mower, Sulky Plow, Gray’s Horse 
Power, a general collection of smaller im- 
plemen‘s, and ornamental iron fencing. 
Mention should be made here, perhaps of 
an interesting exhibit, a part of which at 
least had a close connection with this de. 
partment—we refer to the exhibit illustrat- 
ing the beet sugar industry, made by the 
Maine Beet Sugar Company, Mr. Ernest Th. 
Gennert, Supt. This consisted of a set of 
three implements, a planter or drill, carry- 
ing eight drills each about eighteen inches 
apart, and a cultivator and harvester. 
These were all implements of German make 
built expressly for the beet sugar cultiva- 
tion, and seemed, compared with our Amer- 
ican implements, very heavy and clumsy.

Adjoining this 
display was a handsome collection of carriage 
robes and plush for sleigh trimmings from 

the mills of the Sanford Company, Sanford, 

of which Messrs. L. C. Chase & Co., 129 
Washington St., Boston, are the wholesale 
agents. This is a distinctive Maine indus- 
try, and we regret we found no one in 
charge of their exhibit from whom we could 
obtain facts astotheir business. But it is an- 
derstood the company is doing well, finding 
ready sale for its goods, and employing a 
large number of workmen. The remaining 
exhibit on this table worthy of mention was 
that of the celebrated shawls from the Se- 
basticook Mills of Mr. A. Linn, Hartland, 
of which H. J. ‘Libby & Co., Portland and 
New York, are the selling agents. These 
comprised a beautiful variety of heavy Beaver 
and light shawls of the well known goods 
made by Mr. Linn, including the Glasglow, 
Abbottsford, Loch Katrine, Eastern Star and 
Crown, so popular in the trade. Noticable 
in this exhibit was a new style missses 
shawl, of which several different colors 
were shown, which attracted much atten- 
tion. Mr. Linn’s establishment is a credit 
to our State, and we are glad to make men- 
tion of his handsome contribution to a fair 
which has for one object the making known 
to our people what Maine manufacturers 
are making for the trade of the world. 

The fourth table contained a shop-keep- 
ers’ display—but it was very attractive, the 
largest exhibitors being Messrs. Charles E. 
Jose & Co., Portland, who made a fine ex- 
hibit ot china, glass and silver plated ware 
—some of their new styles of French china 
being very handsome. Lamps, cigars and 
saddlery hardware by Portland merchants 
filled out the table. 

The centre of the hall was occupied by

The samples were labeled in such a 
way that the effect of a certain fertilizer, or 
combination of fertilizers could be readily 
seen upon the growth of the stalks, and the 
number and size of the ears; the whole 
collection forming one of the best practical 
educational exhibits, ever seen at a State 
fair. The benefit of mineral fertilizers, 
dried blood, and fertilizers furnishing phos- 
phoric acid, was quite marked over those 
containing none of these ingredients.

Address of Gov. Connor, 

We publish below in full, the address 
given by Gov. Connor on Wednesday noon. 
The remarks of other gentlemen who spoke 
at the same time, were quite fully reported 
in our last, and it is unnecessary to repeat 
them. 


I regret exceedingly that I was not aware, 
until so recently as to render it impossible 
for me to repair the mistake, that I was ex- 
pected to perform the important duty of de- 
livering the **Annual Address” before you 
on this occasion, and I crave your indul- 
genee for the desultory thoughts which I 
am compelled to present to you instead of 
the well-digested essay which is customary 
at your annual gathering. 

I am reminded by the display which you 
are here making, and the occasion and pur- 
pose of it, of the significance of the **Hur- 
rah,” the ringing outburst of enthusiasm 
which men of Saxon origin alone give vent 
to in token of great joy and firm resolve, 
and which is so expressive of the freedum, 
strength. courage and faith in each other, 
This Fair is 
the farmer’s **Hurrah,” the manifestation ot 
their pride in the achievements of the year, 
of their joy at the wealth of the harvest 


company have recently furnished large} which has come to their hands, and of their 


interest in their noble call ng and determin- 
ation to win fresh honors for it. It isa 
stirring cheer that quickens the blood and 
nerves the arm of enterprise and industry 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
State. 

Merchants, mechanics and artisans—in- 
deed, citizens of all professions and call- 
ings—join in it, for the farmer, through the 
agency of the earth and air, calls into being 
a wealth which surpasses all other riches, 
and his prosperity ministers to the welfare 
of all. 

The Greek orator advised his people to 
seek the welfare of the State rather than 
great wealth. Nature and circumstances 
here compel obedience to that advice, or 
rather, render it unnecessary. Here there 
is no alternative, no antagonism between 
wealth-getting andthe public good. Our 
State does not afford the advantages for the 
acquisition of great fortunes possessd by 
some of its sister States. It has no vast 
stores of metals and minerals, no boundless 
reaches of fertile lands that need but the 
plow and seed to return abundant harvests, 
and it does not lie upon any great thor- 
oughfare of traffic and migration. Never- 
theless it is not altogether unendowed. Al- 
though it has no riches within easy grasp, 
it yet abounds in natural gifts and opportu- 
nities which yield comfort and moderate 
wealth to enterprise, industry and skill, and 
which promise a future of steady and grow- 
ing prosperity. The virtues that men must 
exercise to gain their bread, build up homes 
and acquire competence under the condi- 
tions it imposes, give a character to the peo- 
ple which constitutes the best guaranty of 
the welfare of the State. 

We should not look to the material ad- 
vancement of our State in any single direc- 
tion. ‘The true course lies in the use and 
symmetrical development of all the resour- 
ces and opportunities it presents. Maine 
cannot be classed as a commercial, a manu- 
facturing, or an agricultural State. It is 
better than either—a combination of them 
all. Its situation, natural features and en- 
dowwments, favor that diversity of pursuits 
required by an intelligent and ingenious 
people, which is of itself an educating in- 
fluence, and an assurance of stability and 
prosperity. We justly boast of our noble 
ocean frontage indented with safe and spa- 
cious harbors, and with bays th®t run far 
inland to meet the waters of the lakes. We 
challenge comparison with the magnitude 
of the power which Nature has given us in 
the streams and rivers that are full fed 
among the forests and mountains and fall 
in swift flow to the ses. We have too, 
broad acres along our rivers and on our 
hillsides, whose value, when their intrinsic 
quality and the nearness of the markets for 
their products are considered, will not fail 
below that of the distant fields which have 
been preferred to them. These advantages 
warrant a hopeful outlook. Let any of 
them be turned to more profitable ac- 
count and the pursuits applicable to all the 
rest feel the stimulus. By common consent 
agriculture is looked to at the present junc- 
ture to lead off in the revival ef industrial 
activity and of business which is every- 





vidual should be drawn to whatever place 
affords the fullest scope and most profitable 
field to his ener; and talents. It would 
be a discreditable reflection upon them if 
they were not represented in the great marts 
and commercial centres which owe their 
importance to the country at large. and did 
not enter into the d competitions which 
the Union makes free to all. 

On the other hand there is firm’ ground 
for the belief that a considerable number of 
those who have chosen to seek their for- 
tunes elsewhere, did not choose wisely; 
that they underrated, to their own disap- 
pointment and injury, the attractions and 
possibilities of the old home by — | 
them with an ideal which they have foun 
not to exist, or yielded without reflection to 
the contagion of a nomadic impulse. Duty 
to our fellow citizens as well as to the State 
demands that every effort should be put 
forth to check the outflowing tide and sub- 
stitute the instinct of home for that of wan- 
derings. For the first time in thirty years 
there now seems to be an opportunity for 
the State of Maine to obtain a fair hearing. 
From the time when Calitornia beguiled 
with its promises of swiftly acquired wealth 
down through the years following the war, 
when a superabundant and depreciated cur- 
rency fostered and prolonged the restless 
and speculative spirit engendered by the 
contest, there was a period when the prom- 
ise and even the certainty of slow gains and 
a steady and substantial prosperity had lit- 
tle power to attract and influence the multi- 
tude. Through that period nothing was left 
for Maine but to submit with a good grace 
to the inveitable and wait with patience un- 
til visionary schemes of life should be suc- 
ceeded . be views and reasonable ambi- 
tions. ¢ increase in wealth, the new and 
growing industries, and the stout heart 
which it shows after so long a duration of 
adverse influences speak volumes for the 
State and people. 

The long-looked-for opportunity is in 
sight if not already with us. The day of 
illusions bas vanished. The lessons of ex- 
perience are headed. They teach that com- 
petition nowhere permits fortunes to be 
easily won; that the law of compensation 
prevails everywhere and that no section of 
the country, and no business or pursuit has 
all the advantages and none of the disad- 
vantages; and they convince also of the 
truth that lies in the wise old Roman say- 
ing that they who cross the sea change the 
skies over their heads, but not the nature 
within them—that a man’s fortunes depend 
on his faculties and dispositions rather than 
upon his surroundings. Necessity in these 
days enforces the dictates of reason and 
experience and compels a disposition to 
stand in the ancient ways once more, to be 
content with small beginnings and a grad- 
ual accumulation, and te live in the enjoy- 
ment of to-day rather than for the delights 
of to-morrow. 

Maine may now reasonably expect to re- 
tain more of her sons than heretofore, for 
their good as well as for her own; and, in 
order that she may keep them, resort must 
be had to her farming lands because they 
afford an immediate and sure means of live- 
lihood, while manufacturing and the occu- 
pations that depend upon production are at 
present at a deadlock with an uncertain fu- 
ture before them; at least there is small 
reason to expect that those industries will 
have an increase of activity and any con- 
siderable expansion at an early day. The 
pressure of the times tends to restore an 
equilibrium and to give to agriculture that 
proportion of the people which it is fairly 
entitled to, and which its inducements ought 
to attract even if all other occupations were 
in so healthful a condition as to afford full 
liberty of choice. Itis natural and right 
that special talents and aptitude should be 
consulted in the selection of a profession or 
field uf labor; butin very many cases the 
character of the profession influences the 
choice far more than the qualifications of 
the individual. In years past, farming has 
not been ranked among the pursuits popu- 
larly held to be desirable. The discrimina- 
tions ayainst it have been mistaken and un- 
deserved. Poeta and philosophers bave 
been wont with good reason to make the 
charms of rural life a theme for praise and 
admiration; and indeed, it is a life of such 
independence, is so comparatively free from 
the haunting cares that attend the feverish 
competitions in other avocations, and is 
passed in so constant an enjoyment of the 
work and influences with which nature 
breathes health and strength to body and 
spirit alike, that it presents a strong and 
pleasing contrast to the life of the counting- 
room, office, and crowded workshop. In 
this aspect, as a healthful, enjoyable and 
unharrassed life, the farmer's ling com- 
mends itself, although the comparatively 
inglorious side of it is presented. In anoth- 
er vein it appears as a vocation which re- 
quires and affords broad scope to the best 
qualities, attainments and habits of mind, 
and gives room and verge for the full exer- 
cise of the most restless energies. It is one 
thing to be an unprogressive tarmer, to till 
the soil according to the traditions that have 
come down from the time when other con- 
ditions in all respects prevailed, and to ac- 
cept without questioning whatever results 
may follow. it is quite a different thing to 
be a farmer of the type of to-day, of the 
class which it is well for our State includes 
so large a number of the occupants of its 
soil. He must be something of a geologist 
in order that he may trace his soil to their 
parent rocks and understand their nature; 
a botanist, acquainted with the structure 
and growth of plants and the conditions es- 
sential to their thrift; a chemist to ascertain 
the composition and needs of the earth he 
cultivates, and to properly prepare the plant 
food he oe to it. In short, no knowl- 
edge of the ways. of nature, no physical 
science, is superfluous to him. The intelli- 
gent and observing farmer is constantly be- 
ing challenged to tind reason for facts that 
come to his notice, and is thus led inte the 
region of we rgey and d where 
in hisown flelds he may add as much to 
profitable knowledge as the professor in his 
laboratory, the astronomer in his tower, or 
the voyager to ice-barred seas. The labor 
attended by such a spirit of inquiry ceases 
to be monotonous dru and becomes a 
source of intellectual delight. The rewards 
of your calling are seen in the samples of 
our products which you have here assem- 
led.
